The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), a method of brokering a print job between a customer and plural 
print providers including comparing the print request for the print job with the printing capability 
o feach of the print providers and determining which of the print providers have the printing
